HE statement that one person in every sixty- 
six in the Elgin asylum for the insane, is a 


school teacher, causes the Chicago Herald to re- 
mark that it wi 1 doubtless surprise everyone ex- 
cept the teachsrs, and that if there is any surprise 
among them, it will be over the fact that the propor- 
tion is not larger. 


The inquiry which led to this disclosure was 


sta-ted by the statement of Professor Zimmer, of 
Berlin, who found that in Austria, Switzerland, 
Russia and Germany that in every eighty-five pa- 
tients treated for insanity one was a school teacher. 
It was not believed by specialists that the average 
in this country, where different conditions obtain, 
would be so high. It appears, however, that the 
proportion of teachers among the inmates of the 
other State institutions is about the same as in the 
Elgin hospital. 


As a matter of fact, the statistics of State hospit- 


als for the insane afford no reliable basis upon 
which to estimate the proportion of teachers who 
are under treatment for insanity and kindred nerv- 
ous disorders. A well known Chicago specialist 
states that many teachers are treated by specialists 
and in private sanitariums for mental diseases and 
nervous disorders. 


Only the person who has wrestled day after day 


with fifty or sixty active, sturdy youngsters, penned 
up in one little room, has any conception of the 
nervous strain imposed upon a teacher. Just what 
efiect it will have upon her mental temperment and 
physical condition. 
If she is phlegmatic, calm, 


nerveless and well poised she may enjoy the antics 
of Johnny and wax fat upon them. If- she is a 
bundle of high-tention nerves, the natural txuber- 
once of Johnny may make her a physical and men- 
tal wreck.
